Viferday we bad the following Advices by teve Mails from 
Flanders, and one from France. 


Petersburg, Dec. 31. 


A French Officer is arrived here from Koningsberg 
on a fecret Errand from King Staniflaus; and 
tho’ he is veiled with no Minilterial Charaéter, he had 
a Conference immediately with the Count d’Ofterman. 
‘Lhe Provinces of Podolia and Volhinia, have fent four 
Deputies hither to notify to her Czarian Majefty, that 
the whole Kingdom of Poland is now at Peace. 

The lait Advices from Norway fay, that the Froft 
there is very violent, infomuch that it was believed the 
Sound would be all frozen over, if it held out a little 
longer. 

Venice, ‘Jan. 7. Lettersof Ofober 24, from Crim 
Tartary fay, that the Cham was advanced on the [ ands 
of Mufcovy, within 18 Leagues of Derbent, where 
the Mufcovites had laid a Bridge over the Nieper, and 
were advanced towards Crim Tartary, and that the 
latter, join’d b; the Coflacks, being arrived as far as 
Kudach, where they had flole a great Number of 
Cattle, and carried off intire Families ; the Porte has 
thereupon ordered 13,000 Jauifaries and 4000 Sphahis 
to be fent towards that Place, and to join the Turkith 
Army which will then be 30,000 ftrong. 

Vienna, Jan.11. Such a Quantity of Snow has 
fallen here, that feveral of the Nobility have diverted 
themfelves upon it by driving in Sleds through the 
principal Streets of the City with the Sound of the 
Huntfmen’s Horns, at which there are great Crouds of 
Spectators, notwithilanding "tis fo cold, that the 
Danube is intirely frozen over, and the Ice fo thick as 
to be paffable by loaded Waggons. 

A Houle is hired here for a Miniter who is 
expected forthwith from France, upon whofe Arrival 
"tis faid, M. de PEftang will fet out for the Court of 
Rufia. Weare affured, that the faid Minifter is to be 
the Marquis de Monti, and that he is to be guarded to 
the Frontiers of Silefia by a Detachment of Ruffians. 
Prince Eugene has been for fome Days paft troubled 
with a Catarrhe, which we are aflured is the Efe of 
his late Fatigue; and by the Advice of his Phyficiins, 
his Highnefs keeps his Chamber, and admits but 5 or 6
